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Opening of new restaurant a result of 
the Prices’ dedication and passion

Darren and Myra Jo Price have an 
appetite for what they do - serving 
others through offering people their 
food. 

That’s why they decided to open a 
new restaurant, the BP Smokehouse 
in Tomah. 

“If it is your passion - it will work. 
If you love what you’re doing, it will 
come,” Darren said. 

Darren retired from the Wisconsin 
State Patrol on January 1 this year 
and officially opened the restaurant 
on June 29. 

But the business isn’t about mak- 
ing money. It’s an extension of their 
passions, Darren said, 

Their children, Collin, Emily, and 
Pendalton all play a part in their 
success, either working at the restau- 
rant, or helping with other avenues, 
such as advertising and promotion. 
Another child Fawnah, lives in Okla- 
homa City. 

“Your dream has to be more noble 
than you,” he said. 

The road to this new endeavor is 
a long one. It all began when Dar- 
ren and Myra Jo met while they 
were serving in the U.S. Army. 
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Myra Jo and Darren Price have many years invested in this new adventure, 
one that is driven by their passion of serving others. 


They served in Alaska and 
Maryland before coming to 
Tomah to live in 1986, when 
Darren was hired as a Wis- 
consin State Trooper. 

Darren is no stranger to 
the food industry. He learned 
the ropes of operating a res- 
taurant from his father, who 
owned and operated his own 
restaurant. 

“I worked for 30 cents an 
hour washing dishes and had 
to work on Sundays,” Dar- 
ren said. “For eight years I 
washed dishes and pots and 
pans. To this day, I like to 
wash dishes because it’s an 
important part of the job. 
Having everything sanitary 
is important for customers. 
That’s why I designed my 
restaurant to be clean and 
efficient.” 

But his inspiration for 
their own business began 
many years ago, when he 
was cooking to the extended 
family. He developed a spe- 
cial barbeque sauce for the 
occasion and his mother-in- 
law really liked it. 

After that first inspira- 
tion from his mother- in 
law, Darren decided to take 
his craft a little further an 
begin a catering business. 

In combination with that 
direction, Darren did some 
searching on the Internet 
and decided to contact Mike 
Lake from Shannon, 111., 
who is an expert in the bar- 
becue field. By traveling to 
Illinois and through Lake, 
he met Ray Lampe, a.k.a. 

Dr. Barbecue; Eddy Maurin, 
a.k.a. Fast Eddy; Mark Born, 
a.k.a. Grandpa Cheese; and 
Johnny Trigg, who is in the 
Barbecue Hall of Fame. 

Trigg gave him some 


meat to take home with him, 
which he and his family ate. 

“The kids’ eyes lit up,” 
Darren said. He then knew 
this was something he want- 
ed to pursue. 

“It was about that time, in 
2000, that I read on the front 
page of the Hocak Worak 
that the Ho-Chunk Nation 
was offering $10,000 busi- 
ness loans,” he said. He was 
approved for the loan and 
soon bought equipment and 
a trailer for catering events. 

“At first, I wanted to name 
it after Myra Jo by naming 


it ‘MJ Barbecue,’ but she 
didn’t like that,” he said. 

“So, we came up with 4 BP 
Smokehouse,’ with the ‘B’ 
for Blackdeer, her maiden 
name, and ‘P’ for Price.” 

In order to get their li- 
cense, the business had to 
have a permanent address, 
so they were able to lease 
some space from Dave and 
Karen Greenwood for a base 
of operations, where they 
maintained a kitchen and 
freezer. 

Once the business got li- 
censed, they began compet- 
ing by cooking on the bar- 
becue circuit. They traveled 
throughout the United States 
and competed, but also 
learning a lot from the ex- 
perts in the art of barbecue. 

In 2003, Darren and Myra 
Jo won the Wisconsin State 
Barbecue Championship, 
with competitors from 
throughout the country. 

“With our prize money, we 
were able to pay off our loan 
for the equipment,” Darren 
said. 


At the American Royal 
in Kansas City, they were 
competing in a contest, with

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The new building is the result of remodeling the 
former jewelry store and new construction. It is 
located at 201 Larkin Street in Tomah. 
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BP Smokehouse 
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80 teams present, when a film 
crew from The Food Network 
stopped by their setup. Dar- 
ren invited the crew members 
to eat and, consequently, the 
crew decided to film a fea- 
ture on Darren and Myra Jo’s 
barbecue, which appeared on 
national television. And, in 
the end, they place eight over- 
all in the competition and fifth 
for their chicken barbecue. 

At another competition 
in 2003, at the Jack Daniels 
World Championship in 
Lynchburg, Tenn., which is 
considered the “World Barbe- 
cue Championship” because it 
has competitors from around 
the world, the Prices were 
honored with several awards. 
They took third in the brisket 
division, ninth in pork and 
ribs received Honorable Men- 
tion. Overall, they received 
the status of 11th in the world 
competition. 

“My family was a big part 
of the success. I developed 
all my rubs at home and ev- 
eryone would sample them to 
give their opinions,” he said. 

“It has been a family busi-

ness from the start,” Darren 
said. “They helped developed 
all the food.” 

For instance, on Mondays 
they tried various rubs, sauces 
and spices on chicken. On 
Tuesdays it was ribs, Wednes- 
days it was pork and Thurs- 
days it was brisket. 

“That’s how it all started. I 
took what my family liked,” 
he said. 

In the competitions, his goal 
was to be in the top 10 in ev- 
ery contest. An added benefit 
is that he spent some quality 
time with the top cooks in the 
country. 

Meanwhile, his catering 
business was doing well, all 
performed while still working 
fulltime as a State Trooper. 

“Often we would get some 
big jobs. In 2005, we catered 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation at 
the annual Employee Ap- 
preciation Day. That was 
2,000 meals in five and a half 
hours,” he said. 

To keep up with the volume, 
he knew that he need a trailer 
to produce mass quantities of 
food in a short time. 

“That’s when I got the Fast 
Eddy 750,” he said. “Then I 
put a kitchen into the smok- 
er.” 

As their business grew, they 
wanted to take it a step further 
by opening a restaurant in a 
permanent building. They be- 
gan searching for property to 
place their building and, while 
out looking at sites, the real 
estate agent, who was with 
them, received a phone call 
about a place that just became 
available. 

“It was just what we were 
looking for,” he said. A small 
building was on the property, 
a former jewelry store and, 
after the purchase, the conver- 
sion and addition began in 
October 2014. 

“We extended the build- 
ing out the back and added 
an outside seating area that

can be enclosed to be a three- 
season patio,” he said. When 
finished with the conversion 
and addition, the building 
now can seat 50 people inside 
and 40 people outside. 

What he considers “the 
back of the house” is a 
fenced-in area where all the 
food smoking is done with 
both apple wood and oak and 
hickory, wood purchased from 


local suppliers. 

“Beginning a restaurant is 
really a challenge,” Darren 
said. “You open yourself up 
to criticism. But for the most 
part, everyone has been real 
supportive.” 

Their catering business 
continues as well, with a job 
almost every weekend. 

“One good feeling is that 
this is a Ho-Chunk-minority- 


owned business since 2000,” 
he said. “Also, more than 
half of the employees are Ho- 
Chunk. And we were able to 
get this whole thing started 
from a loan from the Ho- 
Chunk Nation.”

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Sharps disposal drop 
box now available 


A new service is available to 
Jackson County residents - a 
sharps disposal drop box where 
used needles and others sharps can 
be safely disposed of. The large, 
red, metal box is located at the 
Jackson County Recycling Center, 
115 Harrison Street in Black River 
Falls. It is available 24 hours a day, 
7 days a week for drop offs. 

It can be difficult to find a safe 
way to dispose of used needles and 
other sharps. Individuals with dia- 
betes and other health conditions 
that require use of needles at home 
are faced with high costs of dispos- 
ing of their needles. The sharps 


disposal drop box offers them an 
alternative. 

There has also been growing 
concern in the community regard- 
ing inappropriate disposal of used 
needles related to illicit drug use. 
Family members of drug-addicted 
individuals need a way to safely 
dispose of needles to protect the 
health and well-being of others in 
the household. 

The drop box was recently pur- 
chased through grant funds from 
the Northwoods Coalition and To- 
gether for Jackson County Kids as 
a public health measure. 

Citizens who find used needles 


out in the community should not 
touch them as they may carry 
diseases or dangerous substances. 
If you find a used needle, please 
contact the Sheriff’s Department to 
pick up and safely dispose of it.

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Conference brings tribes, advocates 
together to preserve wolf and wildlife

For the people who are pas- 
sionate about nature, it was 
the perfect opportunity to dis- 
cuss their concerns about the 
future of wolves. 

A Wolf and Wildlife Con- 
servation and Coexistence 
Initiative was held July 15 to 
16 at the Ho-Chunk Conven- 
tion Center in Baraboo. It was 


co-sponsored by the Friends 
of Wisconsin Wolf and the 
Ho-Chunk Nation. 

Ho-Chunk Nation President 
Wilfrid Cleveland gave the 
blessing and welcome to the 
conference. 

“It was a way to bridge 
the gap between the differ- 
ent groups - especially the 
tribes,” said Jon Thunder- 
cloud, Ho-Chunk member and 


The conference consisted of a number of sessions that addressed issues with 
conservation and wildlife, along with ways the activists can get their messages 
out through the news media.

University of Wisconsin - 
Madison, the issue has been 
ongoing since 2011. 

“In January 2011, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Depart- 
ment delisted the wolf as an 
endangered species,” she said. 
“After that, by legislative ac- 
tion at midnight, they passed 
a provision that would allow 
wolf hunting. There was no 
advance notice and no input 
by the public.” 

For the first year, dogs were 
not allowed to participate in 
any wolf hunts, but a change 
in the law allowed dogs to be 
used for the next two years. 

A lawsuit ensued about the 
delisting, stating the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Department did 
not use the best practices and 
available science to determine 
the numbers of wolves. 

Consequently, the timber 
wolf is again listed as endan- 
gered, but that status is being 
challenged. 

“There are 17 bills in Con- 
gress, trying to delist gray 
wolves as endangered,” Smith 
said. That’s why it is impor- 
tant for the wolf protection 
groups to stand united. 

“It’s the symptoms of a bro- 
ken system of wildlife poli- 
cy,” Smith said. “They are not 
using best available science.” 

“According to the Wiscon- 
sin Department of Natural 
Resources, they consulted 
with all the tribes. But they 


didn’t really,” she said. “It’s 
not about the spiritual or the 
cultural aspects. It’s about 
being ignored. The system is 
broken.” 

The Wolf and Wildlife Con- 
servation and Coexistence 
Initiative was created to ad- 
dress a growing challenge and 
opportunity in wildlife policy, 
the need for wildlife steward- 
ship reflective of public inter- 
est, best available science and 
public trust principles, accord- 
ing to the program guide for 
the conference. 

“They planned a conference 
that would be informative 
and inclusive with the hope 
it would generate positive 
discussions and fresh ideas 
on how to protect, sustain and 
manage wildlife,” Thunder- 
cloud said. 

Ho-Chunk District II 
Legislators Andrea Estebo, 
Henning Garvin and David 
Greendeer received Pendleton 
blankets in appreciation for 
their efforts and cooperation 
with the conference and ef- 
forts to protect the wolf. Also, 
Ho-Chunk Nation Heritage 
Preservation Director Robert 
Mann was given a plaque 
for the Ho-Chunk Nation’s 
generous support of the Wolf 
and Wildlife Conservation 
and Coexistence. A similar 
plaque was given to the Po- 
tawatomi tribe for its support.

Ho-Chunk Gaming Wis- 
consin Dells employed over 
30 youth workers this sum- 
mer. The youth worked a 40 
hour work week and attended 
classroom trainings during 
their employment. To wrap up 
the summer jobs, trainers and 
management treated the youth 
workers to a special lunch at 
the Copper Oak Steakhouse 
inside Ho-Chunk Gaming 
Wisconsin Dells. 

“We had 39 workers at one 
point during the summer. 

Our goal is to teach them 
about professionalism, time 
management, and customer 
service. The banquet is part of 
their learning process,” said 
Training and Development 
Director Molli Pauliot. 

This year’s Youth Mentor- 
ship Program participants 
are Mindy Carmona, Emily 
Collins, Jasmyne Collins,

Pauliot said she likes when 
youth come back and work 
for the casino. 

“They are at our hiring level 
at age 18 to 21 . They have 
some technical college cours- 
es or degrees,” said Pauliot. 

In its first year, the Youth 
Mentorship Program had a to- 
tal of 8 workers. The program 
has grown and is generating a 
good job candidate pool. 

“Kayree Funmaker, Fabian 
Houghton, and Moses Alvarez 
were among our first partici- 
pants. Each of them are now 
permanent full-time employ- 
ees,” said Pauliot. 

“This year we had four or 
five of the youth workers turn 
18 who continued working 
without having to dip into 
their trust fund.” 

Many of the youth workers 
made a lasting impression on 
conference goers with their 
work ethic. Executive Gov- 
ernment Relations Officer 
Ryan Greendeer wrote a letter 
of appreciation that was read 
during the banquet.

Pauliot said the banquet 
was planned so youth and 
management could connect 
before some youth begin their 
fall sports and the school year 
begins. There are also plans 
to reach out to the school 
systems to coordinate further 
acknowledgement of the time 
and effort the youth put into 
the mentorship program. 

“Next year, we plan to im- 
plement more culturally rel- 
evant material,” said Pauliot.

Please introduce yourself 
with your name and title. 

My name is Kathy De- 
Camp. I am a Ho-Chunk 
Nation legislator and serve 
District 3, Seat 1. 

Can you share with us 
your Native name and its 
English translation? 

My Ho-Chunk name is 
Cat’i Naazii ga, which means 
Outstanding Woman, or I Am 
Easily Visible to See; it’s pro- 
nounced Chantinazhee. 

Where is your tribe lo- 
cated? 

My tribe, the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion, is located all throughout 
the state of Wisconsin— we 
are non-reservation. Our Trib- 
al Headquarters are located in 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin. 
We are delineated by dis- 
tricts— four in the state and a 
district of at-large members 
who live outside Wisconsin. 

We were formerly known 
as the Wisconsin Winnebago 


Tribe. 

Where was the Ho-Chunk 
Nation originally from? 

At one time in our history, 
the Ho-Chunk Nation origi- 
nated from the Red Banks, 
near what is now known as 
Green Bay, Wisconsin. Ho- 
Chunks love to joke and tease, 
so we like to point out that the 
Green Bay Packers are lo- 
cated on what is traditionally 
Ho-Chunk country, but we 
are taught to be good to our 
visitors. Our lands occupied 
most of the state of Wisconsin 
and some parts of northern 
Illinois. 

What is a significant 
point in history from your 
tribe that you would like to 
share? 

The Ho-Chunk Nation was 
forcefully removed from our 
lands on seven different oc- 
casions, and each time we 
walked back to our traditional 
lands. It can be said that we 
survived because of our stub- 
bornness. Ho-Chunks are very 
connected to our land for spir- 
itual and traditional reasons. 
The forced removals taught us 
to adapt to change easily, and 
also that we will hold on to 
what is important. 

How is your tribal govern- 
ment set up? 

The Ho-Chunk Nation is 
composed of four branches: 
General Council, Legislature, 
Executive Branch, and Judi- 
ciary. 

Is there a functional, tra- 
ditional entity of leadership 
in addition to your modern 
government system? 

We are very fortunate to 
have our traditional chief, Mr. 
Clayton Winneshiek, and Tra- 
ditional Clan Court, which is 
made up of our clan leaders. 

Our traditional clan lead- 
ers may advise in matters of 


decision. Traditional Court 
is respected and revered, and 
although the clan leaders are 
very capable, at this time we 
do not use their leadership as 
such. 

How often are elected 
leaders chosen? 

As set forth in the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Constitution, 
the Legislature is comprised 
of thirteen elected representa- 
tives. Tribal elections occur 
every four years; however 
terms begin and are com- 
pleted at different times. For 
example I was inaugurated on 
July 1 , 2015, and my term is 
over in four years; the term 
of the other District 3 legisla- 
tor’s— our newly nominated 
vice president, Mr. Darren 
Brinegar, began on July 3, 
2013, and is over two years 
from now. 

How often does your legis- 
lature meet? 

The district representatives 
meet once a month. We also 
serve on boards and com- 
mittees, which meet once 
a month. At times the vice 
president will call a Special 
Meeting, and we have a Gen- 
eral Council once a year. You 
could say we meet often as 
necessary, and we are in con- 
stant contact with our tribal 
members. It is an honor to be 
in service to our nation. 

How did your life experi- 
ence prepare you to lead 
your nation? 

My life experiences have 
enabled me to be fair, honest, 
open-minded, and willing to 
be out of my comfort zone to 
complete a task. I have been 
in office a little over a month 
now. I enjoy serving the na- 
tion and do so in a humble 
manner. 

I grew up in a non-tribal 
community where issues were 
often fueled by racism, dis- 
crimination, and prejudice. 

I decided to pay attention to 
what I learned from being 
treated unfairly and use this 
as a steppingstone to success. 
In the 1970s it was difficult 
to work where I would have 
liked, to earn an education 
and have a future. I decided I 
wanted more out of life, so I 
joined the military. I was able 
to get an education, travel, 
and see the world. In the mili- 
tary we were all green— no 
other color mattered— and we 
were promoted based on our 
ability, knowledge, and lead- 
ership. 

I returned home and began 
working for my tribe at an 
entry-level job. I have 37 
years of work experience. I 
have been a soldier, member 
of the bingo hall staff, black- 
jack dealer, owner of small 
arts-and-crafts business, hotel 
manager, and now by the 
grace of God an elected of- 
ficial. 

I went through alcoholism 
and experienced death and 
loss. Through the loss of my 
sister Nancy, I was broken. I 
decided I wanted to change 
and am now 15 years clean 
and sober. I went back to 
school and completed an asso- 
ciate’s degree in Foundations 
in Business, and look forward 


to my next degree. 

Please understand that I am 
not prideful about any stage 
in my life. I am a humble ser- 
vant and grateful that many 
wonderful opportunities are in 
my grasp. 

What responsibilities do 
you have as a tribal leader? 

My responsibilities are to 
the people I serve. I am here 
to listen to their concerns and 
work toward an amicable 
solution. Legislators are law- 
makers. The Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Constitution states that 
the Legislature shall have the 
power to make laws, includ- 
ing codes, ordinances, resolu- 
tions, and statutes. The list of 
duties on my job description 
is long. 

Who inspired you as a 
mentor? 

My mentors and first educa- 
tors are my beloved parents: 
Mr. Martin and Mrs. Caroline 
Stacy. They instilled the love 
of God within me, and the 
power of prayer. I would be 
remiss not to include Grand- 
mother Florence Boyce White 
Wing, who taught me the val- 
ue of hard work. My husband 
Darwin is my coach and com- 


panion. He is a humble and 
righteous gentleman whom I 
love and respect very much. 

If you know my husband, 
he prefers to be in the back- 
ground. However, I feel com- 
pelled to express my gratitude 
and adoration at this time. 

Are you a descendant of 
a historical leader? If so, 
who? 

We all have historical lead- 
ers in our family. I highly rec- 
ommend reading a book about 
the life of Stella Blowsnake 
Stacy, my late paternal grand- 
mother, titled Mountain Wolf 
Woman, Sister of Crashing 
Thunder: The Autobiography 
of a Winnebago Indian. This 
content will tell you of my 
historical roots. 

Approximately how many 
members are in the Ho- 
Chunk Nation? 

Our tribal membership is 
approximately 7,427 mem- 
bers. 

What are the criteria to 
become a member of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation? 

The requirements for mem- 
bership are described in Ar- 
ticle II of the Constitution of

The Ho-Chunk Nation’s 
only campground, near Lyn- 
don Station, is receiving a 
facelift - one that will bring 
in more customers and keep 
them happy. 

The Ho-Chunk RV Resort 
and Campground, formerly 
known as Crockett’s Resort, 
has many changes planned for 
this year. 

“We’re updating and clean- 
ing up,” said Michelle DeCo- 
ra, retail operations manager. 
“We’re moving ahead full 
tilt.” 

Among the many changes 
is the recreational area. The 
mini-golf course is being re- 
constructed, adding new turf 


and other odds and ends to 
make the game more enjoy- 
able, she said. 

The swimming pool has 
been cleaned and renovated, 
with new filtering equipment 
installed. DeCora and another 
staff member have been certi- 
fied as pool operators, so the 
swimming pool should stay 
clean and hygienic for camp- 
ers, DeCora said. 

The deck has been recon- 
structed in front of the store 
and lodge, and the doors and 
windows are in the process of 
being replaced. 

The lake is a major activ- 
ity attraction for campers and 
over the last few years, the 
lake bottom has been filling in 
with mud and silt. To remedy

the situation, the lake is being 
dredged one section at a time. 
In particular, the area around 
the beach is receiving spe- 
cial attention, DeCora said. 

At present, the water is only 
about a maximum of waist 
deep around the beach, but 
dredging efforts will make it 
deeper and more appealing for 
swimming activities. 

It soon will be stocked with 
bass and pan fish, all from a 
fish hatchery on the Lac du 
Flambeau Reservation. 

“That ought to take care of 
the frogs,” she said. 

In winter, plans are to re- 
cover the lodge floors and the 
walls, plus put on new tile in 
the bathrooms. 

The Ho-Chunk RV Resort 
and Campground has 12 cab- 
ins and 200 campsites, a mix- 
ture of modem and primitive 
campsites. Some are pull- 
through campsites for RVs, 
and some are full hookups, 
meaning water and electricity, 
and some are half hookups, 
meaning just electricity. Tent 
sites are a mixture of primi- 
tive and some with electricity. 


New roofing is planned to 
be constructed on the cabins 
and pavilions. The pavilions, 
or shelters, serve as meeting 
places for weekend activities. 
They’re going to power- wash 
the cabins. 

“It’s just a matter of getting 
updated,” DeCora said. 

The campgrounds are 
used for a variety of group 
activities. For instance, they 
have already hosted a cul- 
tural dance exhibition and ice 
cream socials. 


“It’s sort of like a new be- 
ginning,” she said. 

Jon and Nancy Zucker ran 
the campground for nine years 
after the Ho-Chunk Nation 
purchased it. But after that, 
it deteriorated and came into 
disrepair. 

“Now we’re playing catch 
up,” DeCora said.

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Bird happy to share his love 
of Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu

On August 6, Robert Bird, 
said he got to cross one thing 
off his bucket list by conduct- 
ing a Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu class 
for the young and old during 
the Elder and Youth Confer- 
ence that was held at the An- 
drew Blackhawk Memorial 
Powwow Grounds outside of 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin 
on August 4-8. 

Bird has been involved in 
Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu full time 
for nearly 7 years. 

“I always dreamed of being 
able to share Brazilian Jiu- 
Jitsu with our native people, 
especially our youth,” said 
Bird.

Our 
youngest student was 3 years 
old, and the oldest was 44. 
This was challenging, at first, 
for some of the students, be- 
cause it was all new to them. 
They all adapted quickly to 
the exercises, including the 
judo rolls and Ronda Rousey 
exercises,” said Bird. 

“I gave a high level over- 
view of self-defense from a 
punch. Which led to blocks, 
then take down to side con- 
trol, ending with an arm bar. 
Reviews of the class were 
great. Everyone enjoyed the

the Ho-Chunk Nation. First, members 
may not be enrolled in any other In- 
dian nation. Then: 

1(a) All persons of Ho-Chunk blood 
whose names appear or are entitled to 
appear on the official census roll pre- 
pared pursuant to the Act of January 
18, 1881 (21 Stat. 315), or the Wis- 
consin Winnebago Annuity Payroll for 
the year one thousand nine hundred 
and one (1901), or the Act of January 
20, 1910 (36 Stat. 873), or the Act of 
July 1,1912(37 Stat. 187); or 

(b) All descendants of persons listed 
in Section 1(a), provided, that such 
persons are at least one-fourth (1/4) 
Ho-Chunk blood. 

(c) DNA must prove parentage. 
“DNA” means deoxyribonucleic acid. 
[Amendment II adopted on May 6, 
2009 which became effective June 20, 
2009 by operation of law.] 

(d) Beginning the date this amend- 
ment is approved the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion shall no longer consider or accept 
for enrollment any person who has 
previously been enrolled as a member 
of another Tribe (including the Win- 
nebago Tribe of Nebraska). [New 
section adopted by Amendment I on 
January 26, 2000 and approved by the 
Secretary on March 3, 2000.] 

Is your language still spoken on 
your homelands? If so, what per- 
centage of your people would you 
estimate are fluent speakers? 

Yes, our language continues to be 
spoken on our homelands. We strive 
to sustain our language. At this time 
we have about 10 percent of the tribe 
who are fluent. I speak and understand 
on a limited basis. My goal this year is 
to speak in complete sentences, rather 
than slang. 

What economic enterprises does 
your nation own? 

The Ho-Chunk Nation owns Ho- 
Chunk Gaming on six locations: 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Black River 
Falls, in Black River Falls, Wisconsin; 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Madison, in 
Madison, Wisconsin; 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Nekoosa, in 
Nekoosa, Wisconsin; 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Tomah, in 
Tomah, Wisconsin; 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Wisconsin Dells, 
in the Wisconsin Dells, Baraboo, Wis- 
consin; and 

Ho-Chunk Gaming Wittenberg, in 


Wittenberg, Wisconsin. 

The nation also owns and operates 
six convenience stores, an RV Park, 
the Ho-Chunk RV Resort, and other 
various retail shops. 

What annual events does your 
tribe sponsor? 

We have a most wonderful event 
honoring our veterans every Memo- 
rial Day weekend. Ho-Chunks hold all 
veterans in the highest esteem. I prom- 
ise you won’t be disappointed with 
our annual Memorial Day pow-wow. 

There is also Neesh-la Pow-wow, 
which we hope will have larger capac- 
ity numbers for 2016. We host various 
sporting camps and college visits, our 
annual Night of Remembrance (Walk 
for Cancer Awareness), and the An- 
nual Family Wellness Conference, to 
name a few events. We also participate 
in the community through sponsorship 
of various sporting events, local sports 
teams, etc. Each year is exciting and 
different depending upon what we are 
inclined to support. 

What attractions are available for 
visitors on your land? 

We are non-reservation and are scat- 
tered over the state. Our Ho-Chunk 
hospitality is available to anyone who 
is able to experience it. 

How does your tribe deal with the 
United States as a sovereign nation? 

Being a new legislator, at this point 
one month into my term, my answer 
is this: Effective, tactful education 
and communication of what a sover- 
eign nation is must be taught to those 
who do not understand the term. All 
sovereign nations must exercise inde- 
pendent status appropriately and effec- 
tively and on a daily basis. 

What message would you like to 
share with the youth of your nation? 

I share with our youth the message 
to take on the duty and honor to be our 
future leaders, and to always remem- 
ber the sacrifice our ancestors made 
for us so we may continue to be Ho- 
Chunk, People of the Big Voice. I en- 
courage our young people to remem- 
ber where we came from, and who we 
are. I humbly ask our youth to learn 
our language, remember your lineage, 
work hard, and be full of compassion 
and sincere love for each other. Most 
importantly, build on your diversity; 
there is power in differences. If you 
ever run for office, remember this, 


from Wisconsin Winnebago Business 
Committee Election Procedures, April 
20, 1963: 

Heart and sincere concern for its 
Tribe is a requirement, if you want 
good tribal government you must 
determine who in your area will best 
understand your needs, be sympathetic 
with you, be able to interpret and 
speak on your behalf to the Commit- 
tee and to your community for you, 
be able to place your welfare ahead of 
personal aspirations, who has the abil- 
ity to make the right decisions for the 
Tribe, and who has faith in the ability 


of the Winnebago to determine for 
himself what is best for him. 

Is there anything else you would 
like to add? 

Thank you for honoring me in this 
way. It is my hope you have learned 
something new, and that I was forth- 
right about my tribe. If I have mis- 
spoken, it is not intentional. Lastly, I 
am grateful for this wonderful oppor- 
tunity. 

Thank you.

Author Krueger to make appearance; 
community read set at Ho-Chunk Nation

Nationally-acclaimed author 
William Kent Krueger will be 
visiting Black River Falls in 
September. 

In preparation for that visit, 
a community-wide read of his 
book, “Ordinary Grace,” will 
take place, with discussion 
gatherings occurring in many 
locations around the area. 

One of the locations is at 
the Ho-Chunk Nation Execu- 
tive Building. The discussion 
will be held at 11:30 a.m. 
Wednesday, August 26, in the 
cafeteria. Other discussions 
are planned in Melrose, Hix- 
ton, Alma Center, Taylor, and 
the Black River Falls Public 
Library and the UW-Exten- 
sion in BRF. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
Legislature approved funding 
for William Kent Krueger’s 
appearance and a check was 
presented to Black River Falls 
Public Library Director Tam- 
my Peasley on Friday, March 
27. Peasley requested the 
money, stating that Krueger 
donates the proceeds from his 
appearances to Native Ameri- 
can charities. 

“We are grateful to the Ho- 
Chunk Nation for funding 
allowing us to invite New 
York Times bestselling author, 
William Kent Krueger, to our 
community,” Peasley said. 
“Mr. Krueger’s presentation 
is a highly-anticipated finale 
to the first Jackson County 
Reads initiative featuring his 
novel ‘Ordinary Grace.’” 

“Ordinary Grace” is about 


a young boy growing up in 
a small town in Minnesota 
during the 1960s. His father 
is a minister and his younger 
brother has a stuttering prob- 
lem. Soon things become un- 
nerving as several people in 
the community are found dead 
with the reason unknown. 

In 2014, “Ordinary Grace” 
won the Edgar Award for Best 
Novel of 2013. 

Krueger is an American 
author and crime writer, best 
known for his Cork O’Connor 


series of books, which are set 
mainly in Minnesota. He won 
back-to-back Anthony Awards 
for best novel in 2005 and 
2006. 

His novels have been on the 
New York Times Best Seller 
List four times. 

Krueger has said that he 
wanted to be a writer from the 
third grade when he wrote a 
story, “The Walking Diction- 


ary.” He attended Stanford 
University but he came into 
conflict with the university’s 
administration during student 
protests of spring 1970. Dur- 
ing his early life, he supported 
himself by logging timber, 
digging ditches, working in 
construction, and being pub- 
lished as a freelance journal- 
ist. 

He wrote short stories and 
sketches for many years, but 
it was not until the age of 40 
that he finished the manu- 
script of his first novel, “Iron 
Lake.” It won the Anthony 
Award for Best First Novel, 
the Barry Award for Best First 
Novel, the Minnesota Book 
Award, and the Loft-McK- 
night Fiction Award. 

When Krueger decided to 
set the series in northern Min- 
nesota, he realized that a large 
percentage of the population 
was of mixed ancestry. In col- 
lege, Krueger had wanted to 
be a cultural anthropologist; 
he became intrigued by re- 
searching the Ojibwe culture 
and weaving the information 
into his books. Krueger’s 
books are set in and around 
Native American reservations. 
The main character, Cork 
O’Connor is part Ojibwe and 
part Irish. 

Krueger has read the first 
Ojibwe historian, William 
Whipple Warren, as well as 
Francis Densmore, Gerald Vi- 
zenor and Basil Johnston. He 
has also read novels by Lou- 
ise Erdrich and Jim Northrup. 
Krueger began to meet and 
get to know the Ojibwe peo-
